reason, that, te aecept it, would look like a draw-
“buck on the part of the Assembly; and then ke pro-
posted to revnew the vote of Juouary last. But the
majority did nol think proper to act with 80 much
severity; and they thought it was not prudent to
pronounce a sentence which would be interpreted,
by many, ns i proseription agwinst some particular
individuuls. The proposition of Mr. De St. Beuve
was, therefore, rejected by & majority of 327 voles
against 276, Thus the new ministry is organized
with the feeble majority of fifty-two votos. This ia
indeed, very small, and Messrs. Baroche, Fancher,
ould, and their eolleagues, nro still in a very awl-
ward position.

There is vo doubt that Louis Napoleon, for a
long time, kas had the projeet to reeall to the minis-
try Messrs. Vuroche, Fould, anl Roubier, In order
to reach his aim, he played that long comody dur
ing which the nome of Mr. Buarot was put forward
as s fag of conciliation. But the démouement has
teken place before it was desired.  The project was
to put off the lifo of the provisional cabiuet till next
worth, when the revisivn of the constitution was to
be d Porddre du jowe. The canse of that ** hasty™
determinntion was the refusal made by the provi-
sional mini to present a project of alawin
which the President takes 8o much interest. It ap-
peats that Louis Napoleon's intention is to demand
of the National Aseembly the entire settlement of
the ealary of Marshal Jerome ch;}nrtc sineo 1815,
when he was ouly a general of division, till 1848,
when he was chosen 'b¥ his nephow to fill the high
position of Guvernor of the Invalids. This demand
would, if granted, be the begiuning of all those
olaims pretended to by the Bonaparte family, and
also by the President bimself. Mr. Lucien Marat,
